In general, these, as well.as other prefec- 
tures visited in recent weeks, appear to have an active and well 
conducted program with respect to the control of the acute communicable 
diseases and are remaining below the national average, Perblaiary 
in a, case of smallpox -_ ‘typhus fever... 
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Typhus Control 


A rodent survey was inaugureted in selected areas in the Tokyo 
area on 15 Januxry for the purpose of dotcrminingthe presence and 
degree of infections in rats, with special reference to murine typhus. 
Studies.made on blood specimens obtained recently from typhus cases 
in Tokyo-to and Aichi-Ken show, by complement fixation test, practi- 
eally all the patients to be suffering from murine typhus. 


Venereal Disease Control 


All prefectural heelth of*icers should have designated a full 
time prefectural venereal disease control officer who should be 
operating clinics for the diagnosis and treztment of venereal disease 
in health centers for the general population. The prefectural venereal 
disease control officer should be the hest clinician and the best in- 


formed as to modern public health concepts. He actually examines and 


treats patients or instructs and supervises other clinicians. in modern 


methods as directed by the Military Government Health Office. He meets 


with the Military Government health officer every morning or every 
other morning to state what he is doing and to receive further direc- 
tions. 


The position of prefectural venereal disease control officer is 


disease samen officer, but of a stef? of clinicians. He must under- 
stand that he is operatine and conducting clinics for the general 


public and not just for prostitutes, The best clinicians who are 


doing work according to Military Government and SCAP direction 
should staff the puhlic clinics. Poorly trained physicians or those 
not recoptive to retraining can be left to work in the prostitute 
hospitals, since all the work done in these places is of dubious 
value to the »ublic health. Prohsbly the most that is accomplished 
is a penal job of keeping the prrostitute from working during the 
isolation period, 

In addition to setting up, operating end supervising in-patient 
and out-patient facilities in the prefectural health centers for the 
general public, the prefecturel veneres1 disease control officer must 
initiate public information and education and collect data for his 
monthly report of venereal disease control activities to the venereal 
disease control officer in the Ministry. 


Venereal Disease statistics on syphilis to date show more patients 
under treatment for syphilis and cured of syphilis than the amount of 
drugs used would substantiate. One questions how these patients are 
being treated and if they received 40 arsenicals and sufficient heavy 
metals.

Social Security Progrem 


The Social Insurance Investigating Committee established by the 
Imperial Japanese Government to study the general sociologic:1 pro- 
gram for Japan considers a Netional Health Insurance program as the 
most vital need in Japan today, Further studies will be directed 
toward coordinating all other Social Security endeavors ith the 
health program. 


National Health Insurance 


Conferences have been held in Osaka an‘ Kyoto with Military 
Government of*icers and Jepanese officials concerned with the social 
insurance programs. The opinion of the central committes was pre- 
sented and it was generally agreed that a nationel health program was 
necessary. The Japznese officials advanced the expression that a 
permanent health program seemed to be remote at the present because 
of the unstable economic condition, however, a temporary program 
should be emphasized at once “ith the Imperial Japanese Government 
providing a large subsidy for the administration, promotional and 
educational projects. : 


Health Insurance Hospitals 


More adequete use of Health Insurence hospitals and medical per- 
sonnel has heen emphasized. Frecuently hosritals and sanetoriums 
have been found to he oror:ting at less than one fourth capacity with 
practically the seme personnel and budget as needed for near full 
capacity. Some, however, are doing more out patient or than others. 
Hospital officials attribute the lov patient census to the difficulty 
in rrocuring medical suprlies and food, Lack of adequste transporta- 
tion to und from the hospitals was also a factor,

The new reporting system has now teen nut into effect. Beginning 
this week, the weekly resort cn communicable disease will apnear one 
week eal ier than in the past. The venereal disease revort will apnrear 
two weeks earlier than in the vast and will be for. the sale week as 
¢he reoort for other communicatle diseases. 


Rates will no longer be calculated for venereal disease. . Venereal 
disease rates are nisleading inasmich as renorting is excevtionally in- 
comolete, “The deficiency in revorting is due to the fol? owing factors: 
(1) Many versons with venereal diseess do not consult a physician. (2) 
Meny Gilegnee*s arc missed by “hysicians becsuse of tho we proveiling 
standard of medical diagnosis for these discases; (3) Many ef the 
cases oroxcrly diagnosed by physicians are not scunnbl Se_the health 
authoritics. | . Ry : 


Decressés were rocoraéd for ‘all diseases exceot smallnox in. the . 
first week of the yéar. Failure to comolcte renorts during the jew 
Year holideys vrotably acceunts for much of the decrease rether than 
a true decline in the incidence of discase. Revorts for this wecl 
may elso be indomplete because this was the first week for which the 
summary reports were submitted on the new timo schedule. 


Only 433 cases of divhitheria vere revorted for the week onding 4 
January compared with 843 in the vrevious week. Cnly 30 deaths were 
reported compared with 95 in the provious week, For the weck ending 
ll Januery there were 807 cases of dinhthoria, with a rate of 57.3, 
There wore 80 deaths, representing a rete of 5.7. These figures are 
slightly less tnan the numbers renorted for the last week in December, 


. Dysentery cases asain declined nearly 45 percent from 84 in the 
weck ending, 28 December to 47 in the week ending 4 January end remained 
neerly the same (50) in the week ending 11 Januery. Dysentery deaths 
declined nearly 75 vercent from 68 to 18 in the weck ending 4 January, 
but rose to 26 in the following: week. The case and death rates for ths 
week ending 11 January were 3.5 and 1.9 resnectively. 


Tyohoid cases (207) declined nearly 50 percent in the first week 
of the year, but increased to 308 in the current week. This number is 
25 percent less than the number (409) reported for the week onding 28 
December end revresents a continued general decline in tynhoid, The 
numter of deaths renorted declined from 50 in the last week of Decombar 
to 14, and increased to 36 in the current week, also showing a continued 
general decline, The case and death rates for the current week endin; 
ll January were 22.0 and 2.6 rosnoctively. 


Peratynhoid cases decreased neerly 70 percent from 111 to 34 in 
the first weck of the yeer and increased to only 55 in the current 
weck, Only ¢< deaths from varatynhoid were renorted in each of the 
last tvo weeks. The case and death rates in the current weck wero 
4,0 and 0.3 respectively. 


Smallnox cases increased nearly 15 nercent to 19 in the first week 
of the yerr, but declined’ to 12 in the current veek, Ten of the 19 
cases renortcd for the week endin; 4 Januery occurred in Ibereki pro- 
fecture. Tho number of deaths were 1 and 2 resnectively. The case and 
deeth rate for the current week were 0.9 and 0.1 resvoctively. 


Enidemic typhus cases (39) for the week ending 4 Jenuary vere 


neerly 40 p: reent fewer then in the previous weck (64), but increasod 


to 70 in the current week. The number of dceths revorted increased 
from 5 in the first weck of the year to 7 in the current week, Current 
case end ccath rates wore 5.C arid 0.5 resvectively.
